THE KAFAL STATION. 

A diHjiatcli in yf.sturday 'a ('nliniist stated 
that the (lufeucea of British Onlumbia aro 
to bo greatly atreiigtlienod in view of pna- 
siblu foreign troubles, A number of iron- 
clad ships are to be stationed at Esqui- 
nnilt, and that port and Victoria are to be 
atroaglj' fortilied. The impending con- 
flict VMih Ku.saia iiaa opened tho oyea of 
too homo autlioriti(!3 to tho iniportaiico of 
Vimcimver Island ua tho key to the Brit- 
ish poasesaions in the North I'acilic, and 
they Inivo determined tn Inao no time in 
rendering these ports aa nearly improg 
nabhi as possible. Tho Canadian Pacific 
railway is to bo |)iishod through with thb 
utmost expedition, as it will conatituto a 
new ami coiiveniont route for tho trana- 
])ort;iliiin uf troops. It is to bo hoped 
that po.ice may be maintained between 
England and liussia; but ahuuld hostili- 
ties be begun, cliey will not be conlincid 
to tho Afghan territory in diaputo, nor 
even to Huropo. Ivuaaia would, without 
doubt, emJoavor to p.niuce u[ioii the weak 
parts of Kiigliiiid's cidcniial empire. Ono 
of thu moat convenient and desirable por- 
tions wcnild bo this province of ours. 
Lying' eonviuiioiitly near to tho Ruaaian 
poaaeaaious ill .A.iia and comp;iraliv(dy iao- 
latoil from the oaatorn proviu'iea, our fooa 
wtuild no (l(iul)t expect to get ca.sy pnaaos- 
sion and thus control England's only coal- 
ing station on the Nortii I'aei&c; but it is 
nut hlnffland's intontion to leave us un- 
protected. The jiropoaed defences will 
adiniralily fortify thia island, and con- 
Heouiuitly the mainlainl, N'ictoria and 
Kipi.^iinalt will bo protocttid by bat- 
teries and ahipa, ell'octually cutting 
oil' all entrance by (he straitH of l''uca, 
and it will !)!• a very Himplo matter to 
fortify Si-\iiii)iir narrows, so that if a hostile 
vessel (lij niakt' its way through the tortu- 
OUH cliauuola among the northern islands it 
wo.iild be prevented from coming any far- 
ther. Thia country is uot anxious for war, 
but till' news that Vam'ouvi>r Faland is to 
bo fortilird is i;ood news, it confirms the 
suli])ositiiiii llml this is to he made one of 
tho inijiiirtant military stations of the i,in- 
jiiro. It, may possilily lir made a niilitary 
<lrpot wli'-nco troofis ami Hil[Hilirs oould be 
dispulclii'd to (Miina or India at very short 
iiotioo. Certnui it is that Knghah military 
authoritie s ai '- awake to the revolutionary 
elVects \vliii:h the cmnpletion of the Caiiad- 
ian railv.iiy und tho tlevelopmeut of tht' 
I'ucitic i;rovinee will have upon their mili- 
tary routng. ThoBuu/ Cauaiaudtho Medi- 
terranenn stations will cease to bo of such 
pnranioiiut importance n )w that an alternate 
route westward is jiroviilud, and it will be 
to tho iiilerost ol the eniitin,', instead of 
lavishing all the alterations and outlay 
on I liosi- stat ions, to fortify and maintain 
powerful military establishnientH ou both 
the Canadian shores more particularly on 
tho Pncitic side as so much doponds upon 
the possL-ssioii of these porta.

His jaw was underluiiig, and when he 
lauglied two white buck teeth pVotrud 
ed iheniselves and glist.ennd savagely 
in t.lio midst of tlu; ijrin. H e liiid been 
dining with royal peraoiisgea and wore 
his garter and ribbion. A stout man is 
bis lordship, broad-chested and bow- 
legged, but lu'oud of the (irnines.s of liis 
loot ;iml ankle, ami idwayH caressing 
bis g.ari.er knee." Thomas Moore was 
very severe on the color of J,ord Y'ar- 
iiioutirH hair, but this did not occasion 
iiiueh uneasiness, for one day m Lord 
YariDoutli won a large staki; at cards 
he gathered up the money, exehiiiiiing 
"And \'armonth's red whiskers grew 
reihler with joy." Lord llertf(n-il was 
renowned for the fetes with which he 
entertained the great world, and for 
the intignilieent shooting wliieli he gave 
to his friends at Sudbourne, in SulTolk, 
but at tlie Hamo time ins was uuxIouh to 
save a si-xpence. "One day wlien- lii; 
was out. of Farlianient, he came all tlie 
way from Seymour jilaco to the Ad- 
inir.ality for a frank to hi.-; servant in 
the country. It was tho depth of au- 
tumn, and there were no peiira or ineni- 
hers ill town, so that ho was obliged to 
l ome to me, and the object of his let 
tor w;is lo give orders for the reception 
of a ]i!irly of friends wdiich cost. Iiini at 

least ,£.')IJIJ I'.ore he savt^l sixpence; 

and if he' had been tircil ho would liavi; 
gt)t into a liackney coach and paid half 
a crown fare in onler to get this saiil 
frank." There is a characteristic story 
told of him. When the Thistle- wno.l 
coiispi rni ors had been hanged sonio- 
boily who had witnessed the e.xecution 
went to Lord HcTtford to give an ac- 
count of the proceedings; among otiier 
iliingH, he mentioned that ono of the 
prisoners had prayed fervently' on the 
scalluld. Lord 1 [ertfort said; "lie di.l^ 
ijuite right lo hedge —you should never, 
tlirow iiwav a ehanco."

At 8:10 the meeting was called to. order 
by Mr. Loahe. 

Mr. Salmon wished to know why the 
mayor and council had not been invited. 

Mr. L. Mct^>uade was elected secretary 
of the meeting. 

A. Aaronson said that under the piea- 
ent system throe or four men from each 
company did all tho work during a fire, 
and, in justice tu these raon, they should 
be paid, as they did all tho W(u-k. 

Conaidorablu discussion arose as to the 
proper manner of bringing the matter be- 
fore tho meeting. It was linally decided 
that the foremen of the various companies 
express themfjolves first.

distances they fretiiiently had when going 
to tires. 

n. Sanders said that only six out of 
fifteen or twenty on the roll of one of the 
companies wero in tho habit of going to 
tirea :ind three men had been doing all the 
work fur the last two years. The matter 
ahuiild be put to a vote whetlier they aro 
willing to Continue aa they had done in 
tho past, or give the city council notice 
that at the end of two months they would 
expect pay. Must of the members were 
fr.uids on tho public. Some of the mom- 
tiers who ownud cnn^iiderable property 
never thnnglit it worth while to help at 
lires.

J»£AT£1 OF TOM STRATI'ON. 

A Kuiiiiiii^cciice. 

A dispatch from Port Angoloa aiiiiounces 
the sudden death thoro, on Friday last, of 
Oapt. Tom Stratton, who in early diiya 
was one uf the best known and most 
popular luua ou the northern coast, and 
an especial favorite in Victoria. He 
was a. pioneer i.'f Ci-.lifurnia, and after 
wards caiiio to Put;et Sound and Uritiah 
Coluinbid. He was uiie of tho E. T. Colo- 
man party, wliu lirat scaled Alount Baker, 
and whose exploits were recorded in 
Harper's Magaziiio some fifteen years ago. 
Ill 18t)2 Victui'i* was a hot-bed of aeces- 
sioniats, many of whom had been driven 
from tho United Status on account of 
their di.suiiion seutimenta. A secessionist 
named Sliapard optmcd a saloon on Lang- 
ley afreet and erected a Uagstatl' in front, 
fr.im which ho kept thmting, night and 
day, a cunfuJurato flag. Stratton, who 
was a unionist, had frequent wordy wars 
with Shapard, luid oiio line night in 18C3 
the pair mot in the dining hall of what ia 
now known as the Aiigol Hotel, but waa 
then called IMiigu'a. Which uf the two 
mortal eiieniiea struck first we do not now 
recall, but they were auuu lucked in each 
uthura uinhraco and rolling over the floor, 
amid a wreck of- 'crockery, chairs and 
tables. First Tom and then Shapard 
would be on tup, the men all the while 
raining tieroe bluivs on each others bodies, 
faces and heads. Thoy were true grit. 
Both wero of powerful pliyaiquo and tired 
with enthuaia«in for tiie cause which they 
reapoctively advocated. Tho light lasted 
fur at least lifteun niiiiutos, at the end uf 
which tiiuu Sliapai-d cupitulntod and waa 
carried liumo by Ilia frieiidn. Tom waa 
victor, but at territilu oust, not tliu loast 
uf the iteiiia of which was a beautiful 
black heii.nl, nearly two fuet in length. 
This hid been turn out by tho runts. 
The combatants wore ill fur a long time, 
and some porauns think that Strattmi was 
never tho same man afterwards. Soon 
after I ho confi.-ilur.ite flag was luivored at 
iiiL;hi li> sum.; per>uii,H and was iiul. seen 
iiiiii u as a u,.|ii.i|^ whole
